Little breast milk at first does not 


indicate that there will not be abun- 
dance later. 
Nursing increases the 
supply, anfl its omission dries up the 
breasts. If the milk is delayed lon- 
ger than the third day the baby 
should be fed from the bottle every 
three hours, but should first be tried 
each time at the breast in order to, 
stimulate the flow. Mothers who have 
too much milk can preserve the sup- 
ply by emptying the breasts after 
each feeding by a riethod of expres- 
sion that can be easily learned from 
the nurse. 


Get Exercise. 


The nursing mother nee£e plenty 


of fresh air and some daily exercise. 
She cannot afford to have a "spell oi 
nervous," for this;* or griefs, hunger, 
worry or excitement, will affect he;

At eix_n »onths, baby'nurses every 


four hours, taking both breasts every 
tune. 
Most infants qre satisfied in 


15 minutes or less; one who is not 
may rbe allowed not more than five 
minutes longer. If he insists on more 
better consult the doctor. If he cries 
between feedings when fed refularly 
give him plain, cooled, boiled water; 
he is as likely to cry from over as 
from underfeeding. 


Adding to Diet. 


At one month baby should have one 


teaspoonful of orange juice every day. 
preferably just, before hi» second 
feeding. The amount should be grad- 
ually increased until at one year he 
is getting one »to two table-spoonfuls. 
Strained tomato juice may be sub- 
stituted when oranges are not avail- 
able. Weaning too >oung is danger- 
ous, it should never be done for the 
convenience of the mother nor with- 
out the advice of a physician. It n»ay 
usually be begun about the nmth 
month by substituting one part cow's 
milk and two parts water for one of 
the breasts feedings. If baby digests 
this well the water may be reduced 
till in a month or two he is taking 
whole COW'B milk.

WILMINGTON, Del., June B.—Al-

It was charged in tho opening 
statement of the government yester- 
day by Henry W. Anderson, assistant 
attorney general, that the order of 
President Wilson conferring upon As- 
sistant Secretary of State Frank L 
Polk official authority to act for him 
in the sale of the German patents 
was illegal. 
Mr, Krezele today held that the 
prosecution was an attack upon the 
official act of a president engaged 
at the time in the gravely important 
work of conducting a great war.

He 
has just completed a clay model of 
a totem pole for himself, and a wood 
carvor is duplicating it In wood 18 
inches tall, 
"I'm going to put it in. my library," 
he says. "Several of ray friends have 
caught the fever, and want rne to 
make totem poles for them." 
Here is the way Bossorn explains 
the totem pole he has just finished- 
' Mv family crest consisted of an 
oak tree. 
So, beginning at the top 


of the totem pole, I have symbolized 
this by an oak tree form, w-th three 
large acorns carved upon it. 
"Being English, I symbolized my- 


self immediately below by a. crude 
carving of the British lion. 
Under 
the lion is a replica of a boat, which 
indicates that I crossed the ocean to 
corce to America. 
"Arriving here I married an Amer- 
ican Kirl, and this is symbolized next 
below by an American eagle. Out of 
America I gained work and financial 
success, so next is a money box, with 
the eagle guarding, it.

Opium Advisory 


Comes To Terms 
On Arrangement 


GENEVA, Juri« D — The American 


delegation and the other member* of 
the opium advisory commiealon of the 
League of NatlonJ. after lengthy 'con- 
eultatlona .reached an arrangement 
tonight which was accepted by all 
parties with minor reservations. 
The resolution adopted by the com- 
mission' nays that "the advisory com- 
mission on traffic in opium accepts 
and recommends to the League tho 
proposals of the representatives of 
the United States as embodying gen- 
eral principles by which governments 
should be guided in dealing with the 
question of the abuse of dangerous 
drugs, and on "which, In fact, the in- 
ternational convention of 1922 was 
based, subject to the following reserv- 
ation by the representatives of France, 
Germany, Great Britain, Japan, the 
Netherlands,' Portugal and Slam: 
"The use of prepared opium and 
the production, export and import of 
raw opium for that purpose is legit- 
imate so long aa that use is subject 
to and in accordance with the pro- 
visions of chapter two of the conven- 
tion. 
"The commission appreciating the 
great vahia of the co-operation of 
the government of the United States 
in the "efforts tho League has been 
making for the last two years to deal 
with the question of the abuse of 
dangerous drugs, expresses the belie'f 
that all the governments concerned 
should be desirous of co-operating 
with that government in giving the 
fullest possible effect to the conven- 
tion." 
' The resolution then recalls in de- 
tail the steps taken to attain the 
same ends by the commission since 
it was instituted, and says that as a 
means of, giving effect to the principles 
submitted by the representatives o* 
the United States the commission rec- 
ommends to the council the advisa- 
bility of inviting the governments of 
the states in which morphine, heroin, 
cocaine and their respective salts are 
manufactured and those in which raw 
opium and coca leaf are produced for 
export and manufacture; the govern- 
ments in which the use of prepared 
opium is temporarily continued under 
;he provisions of chapter two of the 
convention, and the government of 
2hina to enter into immediate nego- 
:iations for the purpose of considering 
whether agreements could not now be 
reached between them as to the limit- 
ation of the amounts of morphine, 
heroin and cocaine and their respec- 
nve salts to be manufactured; as to

and scientific purposes, and as to the 
limitation of production" for export 
for such medicinal and scientific pur- 
poses.
